They have a powered iron-type core (not toroidal in shape), so I'm 
wondering if there would be any mutual inductance between them that 
would effect the total inductance.

Don't do it ! Not that way at least. Any solenoid type coil 
(in this case read that non-toroid) will couple to adjacent circuits. 
Depending on how much parasistic coupling and the phase of the coupling 
your total equivalent inductance can be either much much lower or higher 
than you intend. 


If you must use multiple inductors to create a larger value 
of inductance physically arrange them colinearly rather than bundled 
together.

OK, well, for those who really care after all the other ones were born, my 
NorCal 40 came into full life about 4:00 last Saturday afternoon. Proud 
parent is me, relieved are both of my retrievers who are glad I am done 
fussing with soldering and can now walk and play with them again, hi hi. 


For the record, except that I mucked up one solder lead on T2 such that it 
was a 100 ohm resistance or so and would not drive the final properly, it 
basically came together with great ease. Scraping the T2 lead to get some 
of the 'varnish' off of the magnet wire and re-soldering brought the rig 
into perfect working order. Alignment was a breeze for both rec. and 
trans. sections, and right now it tunes approx. 7016.7 to 1057 I think. I 
will probably move it down to 7010 or so (I don't care too much about the 


first 10, eg. DX, portion much right now). I'd like to get the QRPp 
arcticles on extending the range, but I suppose that is at year end when I 
can get the 1994 set of QRPps (I started getting it after first couple of 
issues with mods, I have June and Sept only). 


So far I think it works great - fate would of course dictate that 40 m. be 

a bad band the weekend I got it done, but I did work a station in Long 
Island Sound, N.Y from my QTH in Toronto on Saturday afternoon, so I know it 
gets out fine. A local station I phoned monitored my signal and pronounced 
it as sounding fine to his ears. 


So TNX to Wayne, and all the QRP list people for a fine rig and for great 
hints and kinks on building. Thanks also to Jason Penn for mailing me the 
#28 magnet wire I could not get locally for the VFO coil. The instructions 
were 

great, the troubleshooting of my bad T2 and my reversed 2N2222As (READ the 
instructions on plastic versus metal can transistors very, very closely, 
and one can learn something, hi hi) were fairly easy given the 
troubleshooting section in the manual.

Subject: Sierra notes 


My Sierra arrived a week ago (I actually sent mail then, which netcom 
appears to have swallowed). Overall, I was incredibly impressed by 
the quality of the kit, even given that (a) I got a 20m band module 
instead of the 15m module and two blank boards I wanted, and (b) I 
didn't quite get enough hardware and small components (missing a 4416 
and all of the 1N914 diodes -- fortunately my junkbox is well 
stocked). I managed to get it put together this past weekend, but I'm 
not sure I did it quite right -- I assembled the 30m band module and 
tried to tune it up, but the transmitter puts out well under a watt 
(my ill-calibrated scope claims that it's 1V-pp, but I don't think I 
believe that), and I don't appear to be able to tune the buffer amp 
correctly -- the maximum signal occurs with both trimmer caps at the 
minimum capacitance (even after removing the two toroids and taking a 
turn off of each). The output signal also doesn't look very clean on 
the scope, furthering my belief that it's badly mistuned... I guess I 
can build the 80m module and see if it, too, has trouble tuning up 
correctly (which would point the finger at the main board). 


One thing I wonder about on the 12 and 10 meter band modules -- since 
the mixing scheme uses a crystal lower than the RF (for reasons 
mentioned in the fine manual), I wonder if the prevalance of low-pass 
filters will result in poor image rejection (is the one double-tuned 
bandpass filter enough?). 


Even with the mixup on my order, I think the Norcal folks have done a 
fine packaging job, and Wayne's design is superb! 


Oh, one other question -- does anyone know where I can find the "Glip" 
sealant mentioned in the manual? I've heard of it before, but have 


never been able to find it.
